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Project Communication Support Internship (2 people required) 


Science for All is seeking a motivated individual to join our team and undertake the role of 
‘Project Coordination Support’. 

About the Position 

The position requires engaging with relevant stakeholders who are associated with 
Science for All including other volunteers, partner organisations and community groups 
who may be involved in future events. 

Whilst in this position, you can expect to undertake numerous core tasks including: 

• Supporting the grant application process by researching and applying for grants to 
fund our events and achieve our core goals and dreams at Science for All. This will 
also include attending monthly online grant meetings with other volunteers. 

• Contributing to the organisation and facilitation of Science for All events under the 
guidance of trained team members which includes communicating and engaging 
with people of all ages and backgrounds within the community. 

• Communicating with a wide array of stakeholders like councils, community groups 
and the public to ensure planning is transparent and collaborative as per our ‘ Wavs 
of Work Document ’. 

• Performing occasional administration tasks where required. 

Key skills 

• Good communication skills including verbal and written. 

• Competent in Microsoft Office, Google Docs and able to learn new online 
platforms. 

• Able to manage own time to meet task deadlines. 

Time 

Students should expect to dedicate between 5 to 10 hours per week depending on the 
duration of the placement which is to be discussed with the placement supervisor prior to 
commencing the placement. The individual can expect grant applications to take up to 10 
hours over the course of one to two-month application periods whilst communications 
and project coordination can range anywhere between 5-10 hours per week including 
meetings and supervision support. 

Support and supervision 

Each placement will have a ‘buddy’ to ask any and all questions, as well as the wider team 
of volunteers and staff who there are to offer support when required. In addition, the 
Director, Jack Nunn, will be the official placement supervisor and will be available for one 
to one meetings when required. 





Wild DNA Internship (4 people required) 


About the Position 

Science for All initiated the ‘Wild DNA’ project as a means to involve the public in 
collecting data to support evidence-informed environmental management. The project 
explores using environmental DNA sampling as a viable and inclusive survey technique to 
detect endangered species in the Central Highlands of Victoria and beyond. Science for All 
works closely with BioQuisitive, a community-based lab, to carry out environmental DNA 
sampling and testing. 

Science for All is seekingtwo motivated and pro-active individuals to work independently 
and within a team to fulfill the requirements of the Wild DNA project. 

What the position will involve: 

• Active participation in weekly lab sessions at BioQuisitive 

• Training new volunteers in lab procedures i.e. conducting DNA extractions 

• Assisting BioQuisitive with volunteer engagement through communication 
platforms such as Loomio and Slack as well as adhering to Science for All’s ‘Ways of 
Work Document’ which includes transparency. 

• Researching and designing lab procedures OR field surveys for each endangered 
species. 

• Contacting relevant environmental experts to guide the Wild DNA project. 

• Conducting literature reviews and contributing to writing the Wild DNA peer- 
reviewed journal. 

• Co-designing ways of evaluating the impacts of the Wild DNA project 
Key skills 

• Good communication skills including verbal and written (specifically scientific 
writing) 

• Competent in Microsoft Office, Google Docs and able to learn new online platforms 

• Able to manage own time 

• An eagerness to learn about eDNA and elements of microbiology 

Time 

In addition to working with BioQuisitive, students can expect meetings with the Science 
for All team. These can range anywhere between 1-2 hours per week. Overall, students can 
expect to spend 10 hours per week contributing to the completion of the Wild DNA project. 
Students will be expected to attend as many lab sessions as possible conducted at the 
BioQuisitive lab space, from 5-8 p.m. on Monday and Thursday at 124 Weston Street, 
Brunswick East VIC 3057. 

Support and supervision 

Each placement will have a ‘buddy’to ask any and all questions, as well as the wider team 
of volunteers and staff who there are to offer support when required. In addition, the 
Director, Jack Nunn, the official placement supervisor will be available for one to one 
meetings when required. Your supervisor and trained lab staff will aid and guide you 
throughout the placement. The duration of the placement and task allocation will be 
discussed with your supervisor prior to commencing the placement.
